CONVICTED OF MURDER 


Jury Finds Both Nicholas and Leopold 
Guilty in Leslie Case. 
Chicago, April 10.—Howard Nicholas 
and Leonard Leopold were both con­ 
victed of the m urder of Mrs. M argaret 
Leslie, the actress. 
Nicholas was sen­ 
tenced for life Imprisonment, while 
Leopold was given a fourteen-year 
term in the prison. 
Robbery Is said 
to have been the motive for the crime. 
On the morning of Oct. lit, last year, 
the dead body of Mrs. Leslie was 
found in her room at the Palace hotel, 
with an undergarm ent tied around her 
neck. 
The room was filled with gas 
which came from an open jet. 
A ver-j 
diet of suicide by gas poisoning was 
rendered by a coroner’s jury. 
This 
finding, however, did not meet the ap­ 
proval of the w om an’s father, Marvin 
P. Woody of South Bend, Ind., and he 
demanded that the case be re-opened. 
Nicholas, 
who had 
been 
connected 
with Mrs. Leslie in several theatrical 
ventures and who also lived at the 
Palace hotel, was arrested as a su s­ 
pect. 
Under what he alleged later 
to nave been sweat-box methods, he 
made a confesslou to the police In 
which he implicated Leopold. 
He ad­ 
mitted having killed Mrs. Leslie In 
order to rob her of her diamonds. 
In 
the confession he laid the burden of 
the crime on Leopold. 
A search for 
the latter was Instituted which be­ 
came national in extent and which 
ended in the arrest of Leopold at 
Wausau, Wls. 
Some of the diamonds 
which had belonged to Mrs. Leslie 
were found In the possession of Nich­ 
olas and Leopold.

ed one of the best efforts of his life. 
He is expected to close this afternoon. 
Justice Fitzgerald will not sa> w heth­ 
er or not he would charge the jury 
directly following the district a tto r­ 
ney’s closing rem arks, hut the general 
impression is that he will do so. 
In 
that event th ere seem s little doubt 
that the case will be turned over to 
the Jury this evening. 
With an oratorical appeal to both the 
written and the “ unw ritten' 
law for , 
the justification of his client, Delphln 
M. Del mas concluded his exhaustive 
summing up address to the Jury late 
yesterday afternoon. 
With the excep 
tlon of the m om ents when he w a s , 
reading from testim ony, Mr. D elm as’s 
speech was one of sustained oratori­ 
cal effort. 
He threw about the form 
of Harry Thaw the cloak of chivalrous 
knighthood. 
“ W hy,” 
he 
shouted, 
“should we who adm ire the chivalry 
of the knights of the middle ages who 
w'ent about redressing w rongs and res­ 
cuing maidens in distress, withhold 
our sym pathies from this brave m a n ? ’’ 
Bitterly the attorney again assailed 
Stanford W hite. 
He declared White 
sought to play with the girl so long as 
her beauty rem ained and then would 
have thrown her awa> "like a dirty 
rag to float down life’s sewers to a 
grave In the potters field 
Again he 
said Harry Thaw “had snatched the 
girl from the old lecher who saw in 
her but a toy to gratify lust and then 
be cast aside to h* * her way down the 
paths of fallen women.” 
With dram atic em phasis Mr. Helmas 
cried out th at w hen Harry Thaw be­ 
held Stanford W hite ou the Madison 
Square roof garden the story' of his 
wife's wrongs overcam«- him. 
He pic­ 
tured In an instant, as a dying man 
may picture his past life, all that 
Stanford W hite had d one— “the ruin 
he had wrought, and he struck; struck 
as the tigress strikes in defense of her 
young; struck for the home, struck 
for the American woman, struck for 
humanity, and Stanford White fell.” 
"Ah, gentlem en,” the advocate W'ent 
on, "if H arry Thaw believed he was 
the Instrum ent of Providence, who will 
•ay ho was m istak en ?” 
Mr. Delmas discussed but briefly the 
testimony of expert witnesses, declar­ 
ing that w hatever weight might a t­ 
tach to their utterances was on the 
side of the defendant. 
He declared 
the burden of proof as to Thaw's san ­ 
ity at the tim e of the homicide rested 
with the prosecutjlon. which had fail­ 
ed to make out its case. 
It was In discussing T haw ’s mental 
state that Mr. Delmas came at last 
to the “unw ritten law.” 
He declared 
that the experts had been at a loss to 
classify the form 
of Insanity from 
which Thaw suffered. 
“I will suggest its name,” he de­ 
clared. 
"I would call it ‘dem entia 
Americana,’ 
It is a species of insan­ 
ity which has been recognized in every 
state of this Union, 
it is that species 
of Insanity which m akes the A m eri­ 
can man believe his home, his wife, 
his daughter, are sacred and that who­ 
soever stains the virtue of his threah- 
hold violates the highest of hum an 
laws.” 
Twice during his closing periods 
Mr. Delmas was interrupted by A ssist­ 
ant District A ttorney Garvan, Mr. J e r ­ 
ome being absent from the courtroom 
all day. 
Mr. G arvan suggested that 
the argum ent was taking too wide a 
scope, and Justice Fitzgerald called 
Mr. Delmas’s attention to the fact. 
Thaw seemed today to be In the 
best of spirits and declared that he | 
felt that his case w as won. 
He se e m -' 
ed to have no dread of the assault of 
the district attorney.
